Boston Mass, Nov. 5 —[Special.J—In the 
Campaign against the hobble skirt, high 
heels, exaggerated coifrurés. and similar 
feminine foibles, the latest force brought to 
bear in the interests of reform and simplicity 
is the Massachusetts Women’s Christian 
Temperance union; whose membership in 
Boston is about 1,000 and in the entire Bay 
state 10,000. 

That the Massachusetts organization is a 
unit in the campaign is Stated by Mrs. Mary 
E. Cheney of Boston, assistant secretary and 
member of several important committees.

According to his manager, Rodgers has 
flown 4,281 miles in the forty-nine days since 
he left New York on Sept.17. His actual fly- 
ing time has been 4,924 minutes. This breaks 
all records for distance flights. 

Op his arrival in Pasadena, Rodgere was 
almost mobbed by the great crowd which 
turned out to see his descent at Tournament 
park. Rodgers’ first word was: 

„Well, one thing is certain, you cannot do 
a transcontinental flight in thirty days 

Taking the air at noon, Rodgers ascended 
from Banning in the face of a twenty mile 
wind until he had reached an altitude of 400 
feet. Then he set his course directiy west 
and sparked his motor up to a thirty mile 
gait. 

He was fiying 1,000 feet high when he 
reached Pomona, twenty-one miles from Pas- 
adena. After leaving Pomona he kept his 
biplane pointing upward until he had climbed 
over the fleecy sheets of vapor flowing near 
the tops of the highest peaks of the Sierra 


Madré mountains. 

His machine, which has only an eighteen 
foot spread of Wings, seemed to hesitate for 
an instant as the aviator careened it into the 
perilous though spectacular glide.

fenses she Can present to save herself!from 
conviction. 

Furthermore, the woman, whose recovery 
now is assured, took steps yesterday to battle 
for her freedom from the network of charges 
drawing around her. She conferred with Ate 
torney Joseph R. Burres, who issued a state 
ment declaring the woman innocent of p 
soning either others or herself. 


Lawyer Issues Statement. 

“I am convinced of the woman's inno- 
cence,” said the lawyer. She is the victim 
of suspicious coincidences. She spoke to 
me frankly, although still weak. It is un- 
reasonabie to suppose that if Mrs. Vermilya 
poisoned Bisonette she would leave the pep- 
per box around the house to be gathered in as 
evidence against her. She had the freedom 
of the house for several days and could 
easily have disposed of the box. Stie had used 
roach powder for two years to kil! bugs, she 
tells me. Then, after she had been in bed 
three days and under strict police surveil- 
lance, when she could not get up to get the 
alleged poison, the box was handed to her 
by a nurse. Under ordinary circumstances 
the affair would have passed off as a simple 
accident or mistake on the part of the nurse. 
Two sisters of Mrs. Vermilya corroborated 
her statement that the nurse handed her 
the box.” 

The lawyer said his client impressed him 
as being normal minded and not subject ta 
any mania. 


Prosecutor Also Sees Her. 

Mrs. Vermilya’s other visitors were Claude

There was no one with au- 
thoritative information to satisfy the crowd. 
The few privileged visitors come and go by 
way of the rear stairway in compliance with 
a sign on the door of Mrs. Vermilya’s liv- 
img room at the second floor landing. They 
all come and go so hurriedly that the neigh- 
bors have little chance for interrogations. 

At each sound of à footstep on the rear 
stairway of the house of death windows 
creak open and heads pop out from every 
house within view. The watchers have the 
usual gratification of seeing a patrolman 
answer the knock on the door, coming out on 
the rear porch to whisper with the visitor. 
Probably the two enter the kitchen together 
or the visitor leaves. There is no other testi- 
mony of happenings in the house of 
Geath.’’ 

Motto Verse Hangs on Wall. 

Mrs. Vermilya lies in the only windowless 
chamber in her six room apartment. It is a 
mall, bare inside room, furnished simply 
with a bed, a bureau, and two chairs. The 
walls are unpapered and calcimined white. 
A framed photograph on one wall is of the 
rear of a passenger coach, with her {ate 
husband, Charles Vermilya, a conductor, 
standing on the rear pletform with two 
brakemen, the three in uniform. On another 

wall is a picture of an elderly woman believed 
to be Mrs. Vermilya's mother. 

The other wall decoration is interesting, a 
motto verge reading:

Milk diluted with lime juice is gtven 
her regularly. During the day she swal- 
lowed the whites of two dosen eggs. : 
The attitude of the woman continues to be 
@ puzzle to the police. There is never a flicker 
of weakness, although she must know the 
incident of Saturday, when she seasoned her 
egg at break with a composition of black 
pepper and rough on rats, betrayed her lack 
of confidence in her position. The police have 
little hope of a capitulation, of a fragment of 
a confession. She ia invulnerable to the 
straight from the shoulder questioning of 
Capt. Harding and others. 


Box Big Factor.

Thinks Poison in Smith’s Body. 

Dr. L. L. Hertel, 3000 Groveland avenue, 
the physician- who filled in the death cer- 
tificate of Richard T. Smith with the word 
„ gastritis,” asserted he had no doubt an 
analysis would discover gastritis resulted 
‘from arsenic poisoning. He would not admit 
his failure to refer the case to the coroner 
at the time of the death was an evidence of 
negligence. He dented he had been requested 
to submit the case to the coroner by Smith’s 
relatives. 

Dr. Hertel, however, was able to explain to 
his own satisfaction how Charles C. Boysen, 
the undertaker, became acquainted with 
Mrs. Vermilya. Dr. Hertel said it was he, 
and not Mrs. Vermilya, who called Boysen 
to take charge of Smith’s body immediately 
after his death. 

“Now thet arsenic has been found in 
Bisonette’s body,” Dr. Hertel said, “I have 
no doubt a@rsenic will be found in Smith's 
remains. The two cases are so similar I ex- 
pect them to prove absolutely alike. But 
there was nothing in Smith's case at the time 
to excite suspicion. 

Confer at Time of Death. 

“But Smith's relatives say they told you 
they suspected something was wrong and 
that you talked them out of it,” Dr. Hertel 
was told. | 1 

That's a mistake,“ he replied. We did 
have a conference in my office the day after 
I signed the death certificate, at which I 
stood ready to do anything they thought was 
best. They couldn’t understand why a man 
who had been as strong and well as Smith 
should die so suddenly of gastritis. That puz- 
zled me a little, too. But, after all, there is 
nothing really remarkable about it. Strong 
men in excellent health do contract gastritis 
and die in a few hours. There didn’t seem to 
me anything irregular about the affair. 

“I told the relatives it would be expensive 
to hire an expert to make a post-mortem 
examination and that I did not think it would 
come to anything.” 

It would have cost nothing to refer the 
case to the coroner, would. it?“ 

No,“ Dr. Hertel admitted; but I didn’t 
fee] that was necessary, unless the relatives 
wanted it. They decided they didn’t want it.” 

“Then you did not urge upon them the 
futility of an inquest? ”’ 

Not at all, Dr. Hertel said. “I let them 
decide for themselves. They didn't suspect 
anything specific. They just wanted to know 
how it was that a healthy man should die so 
quickly.“ 

Doctor Notified Undertaker. 

“And Mrs. Vermilya wasn't the one who 
asked Boysen to take care of the remaina, 
either,” Dr. Hertel added. “I did that my- 
self, because I knew he was a great friend 
of the Vermilya family. On my way home I 
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stopped at Charlie's place and woke him up 
to tell him Smith was dead.“ 

“Was Boysen a great friend of Smith's? ” 

1 don't know as to that,“ Dr. Hertel an- 
swerec. “But Boysen got acquainted with 
the family through Mrs. Vermilya’s son, 
Fred Brinkamp. He died, you know. But he 
and Charlie Boysen were chums. 80, you 
see, there is nothing to Boysen's connection 
with the case. 

“I do remember one odd little thing,” Dr. 
Hertel admitted. When I was first called 
to the house, two days before Smith died. 
Mrs. Vermilya told me he was her nephew. 
But when the relatives got there I learned 
she was no relation. They were engaged to 
be married, that's all. 


Signed Brinkamp Certificate. 


Ot course every physician knows arsenic 
causes acute gastritis, and now that the facts 
about Bisonette’s case have been made public 
(haven't a doubt but that the facts of the 
Smith case will be shown to have been similar 
if not absolutely like them. But at that 
time we never thought of arsenic in Smith's 


case. 

I signed Fred Brinkamp’s death certifi- 
cate, too. But I am certain there was nothing 
wrong there. He was brought here from the 
south after he nearly had died of malarial 
typhoid. He seemed to be recovering, though 
he still had traces of malaria when he de- 
veloped pneumonia and died. He was almost 
a skeleton when he was brought here from 
the south, and so he didn't have any chance 
with the pneumonia.” 

An attempt to interview Undertaker Boy- 
sen proved futile. 

“Get out of here and stay out,” Boysen 
shouted to the reporter. Don't come 
around any more, either, for I have nothing to 
sey, and I am not going to be bothered.” 

Coroner Hoffman, who returned during the 
day from the exhumation of Smith's body at 
Galesburg. surrendered the viscara to Prof. 

Haines and Dr. G. F. Webster for 
analysis. The coroner said he would confer 
with Captain Harding this morning. 

“The report from the experts won't be 
made until next Thursday,” said the coroner.

Took Tablets from Bottle?

Thomas says 
he left his room for a few moments and upon 
returning saw Harris with a bottle of mor- 
phine tablets in his hand The tablets be- 
longed to Thomas, who admits he has been 
addicted to the morphine habit for four years. 
Several of the tablets were. miseing when 
Harris started home. 

Mrs. Harris says her husband arrived at 
their home, 5038 Cass street, about 9 o’cloek 
in the evening, apparently intoxicated. He 
went to sleep immediately, she said. and when 
he failed to awaken at noon yesterday she 
called a physician. The physician ordered 
him to the hospital after Mrs. Harris told him 
she thought Harris was suffering with an 
epileptic attack, to which he was subject. 


Hospital Gets Message Too Late. 

Later the police investigated and learned 
Thomas story. They telephoned the hos- 
pital that Harris probably had been poisoned 
by morphine, but the hospital attendants 
had been treating him for epilepsy and their 
later efforts were in vain. The actor died 
without regaining consciousness.

AIM AT TRAFFIC IN GIRLS 


Federal Investigators Hope to 
Get Evidence Enough to 
Prosecute. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 5.—[Special.}—Am 
investigation of Chicago’s underworld for 
the purpose of stamping out the white slave 
traffic is to be undertaken by the federal 
department of justice. Agents assigned to 
the enforcement of the Mann law, passed 
by the last congress, will take what practi⸗ 
cally will amount to a census of the deni» 
zens of the restricted districts of the wester® 
metropolis. 

Reports have reached Washington that the 
traffic in immoral women in Chicago is sti} 
being plied on a wholesale scale, but by 
underground railroad ” methods. It is al- 
leged that white slaves are being bough 
and sold and transported from one state te 
another in secret ways which the govern 
ment so far has failed to detect. 


U. 8. Limited in Powers. 

It is only when this illicit commerce trans- 
gresses state lines or penetrates- from for 
eign countries that the federal government 
san act under the Mann law. 

The government investigators now intend 
to conduct a thorough investigation of con- 
ditions in Chieago, St. Louis, Pittsburgh, 
New York, and ‘several other cities unde 
suspicion of being centers of the white slave 
trade.” 

The agents will seek to es Ablish the iden- 
tity of all inmates of bender resorts and 
the circumstances under which each one en- 
tered her present employment. 


Prosecutions May Result. 

If evidence of interstate trade is obtained 
prosecutions will follow. The owners of re- 
sorts and of property on which they are le 
cated also will be listed. 

Whether an attempt will be made to obtain 
the key to the Chicago vice commission's 
famous report has not been determined. The 
government agents will obtain all the Jue 
formation possible from all sources, but are 
prepared to make an original investigation 
necessary.

ON JUDICIAL VOTE 


Politicians Now Say 65 Per 
Cent of Registration Will 
Show at Polls Tomorrow. 


CITIZENS SEE A CRISIS. 


Aroused by Lodging House 
Frauds and Proposed Pay 
Inerease for Judges. 


Exceptional interest for an off year, stirred 
wp almost at the last minute, indicates a big 
vote will be polled tomorrow at the judicial 
election in Chicago and Cook county. Polit- 
ical machines are entirely at sea as to what 
the finish will be. The polls will open at 6 
clock in the morning with no candidate as- 
sured of victory. 

This appeared to be the situation as finally 
reviewed by campaign managers yesterday 
afternoon as they sat in closing conferences 
of the campaign. 

Both Republican and Democratic leaders, 
stirred by steadily growing reports of an up- 
rising of independent citizens who appear to 
Want an honest election and a respectable 
judiciary, redoubled activities at the éleventh 
hour. They sent along the instruction that 
every available party worker be at the polls 
in readiness to deliver the regular party 
vote. 


Democrats Put Three at Each Poll. 

The Democratic organization, which al- 
ready had arranged to have two men at 
each city polling place, representing the 
straight Democratic ticket, made the neces- 
sary arrangements, it is said, to place a 
third man in each precinct. 

It is understood the Democratic campaign 
is well financed, particularly in behalf of 
eandidates who have been under the sharp- 
est fire. It is believed party harmony“ 
fis assured temporarily at least for the pur- 
pose of electing candidates of al! factions 
represented on the party ticket. 

Final orders went out through Republican 
ward committeemen to urge citizens to 
vote the straight ticket and to take no 
chances on marking up a “‘split’’ ticket. The 
Republican campaign organization thinks 
enough voters can be induced to mark 
“straight’’ Republican tickets to overcome 
the independent vote which may be divided 
between the strong candidates on both Re- 
publican and Democratic lists. 


TLorimer Active for Dawson. 

From the Lorimer camp issued a reitera- 
tion of the secret orders which went forth on 
Friday that the “‘ Lorimer-Lincoin ' league 
vote be delivered alone for Thomas J. Daw- 
son, late attorney for the alleged graftbund 
at Springfield. Sample ballots marked in 
this way, it is reported, have been issued by 
committeemen through the southwest side 
wards who are aligned with the Lorimer fac- 
tion. The sample ballots are for particular 
use where the illiterate and non-English 
speaking vote is the heaviest. 

Reports came into ‘:e loop that much in- 
terest has been aroused by tidings of des- 
perate efforts to put over Tom Dawson 
end in behalf of other candidates. First ward 
disclosures following an exposure of the 
scheme of placing the flying “floater” 
squadron once more into commission have 
g@roused citizens to the critical situation 
which tomorrow's election brings. 

Conservative estimates at night of the total 
vote to be cast ranged around the 65 per cent 
mark, which is far above last week's figures 
of either leading party. 


Stirred by Salary Advance. 

The voters also appear to have been stirred 
into action by the fight over the little ballot 
propositions on the so-called Municipal court 
“salary grab.“ A mass of literature and 
circulars mailed on Saturday night and yes- 
terday. itis believed, will reach citizens gen- 
erally in time to cause them to vote before 
going to work tomorrow morning. 

The polls will be open from 6 o'clock in the 
morning until 4 o’clock in the afternoon. A 
properly registered voter is entitled to vote 
in the same precinct and at the same polling 
Place at which he voted in the election for 
mayor and alderman in April. There has 
been no registration since. If a voter then 
properly registered has moved since that elec- 
tion and has resided within his new precinct 
for thirty days, he may vote by making the 
proper affidavit, substantiated by the affi- 
davit of a householder of the same precinct. 
By making the proper legal request today 
an employé is entitled to take the two hours 
authorized bylaw for voting. 

Both sides go to the, polls claiming confi- 
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dently that the whole ticket “ will be elect- 
ed. It was conceded by many during the day 
that Judges Kavanagh and McSurely, Re- 
publicans, and Fitch, Democrat, the sitting 
judges, are pretty sure of reélection, and 
that the chances are in favor of former 
Judges Freeman and Barnes. Mr. Freeman, 
who was seriously injured in an automobile 
accident two weeks ago, was able to be out 
for the first time yesterday. He went toa 
meeting on the west side, where he was given 
a hearty reception. 


Reports from the north side are an ex- 


tremely heavy vote may be expected for 
Charles M. Foell all the way through the 
territory where former Mayor Busse leads. 
Considerable strength is expected for Foell 
through the ald of his aldermanic associates 
over the city generally, aside from the strong 
recommendation given him by his vote in 
the bar primary. Edward A. Dicker is fig- 
ured as a heavy vote getter because of his 
record on the Municipal court bench and 
because of the vote he recéived in the direct 
primary for the judgeships in April. 


Friends See Victory for Pam. 

Hugo Pam is credited with- hearty support 
of the south town Republican organization, 
which is in excellent condition, it is said. His 
friends are predicting a heavy vote for him 
through the west side. Joseph J. Sullivan 
was backed by northwest side organization 
leaders when nominations were made, and it 
is reported the voting will be heavy for him 
all the way up to Irving Park.

Lodging House Keepers Who Swore to 
Bogus Lists Face Punishment. 


If Ald. Michael (Hinky Dink) Kenna, Ald. 
John J. Brennah, John F. O'Malley, or any 
other politica! leaders insist upon spending 
their time in polling places tomorrow they 
will be arrested, according to an ultimatum 
issued by County Judge Owens last night. 

Judge Owens made this announcement as 
he finished arrangements to guard against 
the casting of fraudulent votes at the judi. 
Clary election. He asserted that only those 
authorized to remain in the polling places 
Will be permitted there, and all other persons 
must remain at least 100 feet away. 

It John Brennan, Hinky Dink Kenna, or 
John F. O'Malley go into polling places as 
they have in the past and insist upon re- 
maining there, they will be asked to get 
out, said Judge Owens. Ik they refuse to 
go they will de arrested. No one will be al- 
lowed in a polling place unless he is a judge 
or clerk of election, a challenger, or an offi- 
cer of my court. Precinct committeemen 
and others who have always remained inside 
the polling places must keep out.“ 


Policemen to Get Instructions. 

Policemen and special officers will be in- 
structed today to keep every one at least 100 
feet away from the veting places. 

We are going to try to make it impossible 
for any one not a legal voter to deposit a bal- 
lot at this electlon, said Election Commis. 
sioner Anthony Czarnecki last night. 

Judge Owens announced yesterday that 
he will impose thé maximum penalty on any 
employer who interferes with an employé’s 
right to take two hours off on election day 
for the purpose of voting, The law provides 
that an employé is entitled, by giving notice 
the day before election, to be absent two 
hours. The law makes it a misdemeanor 
for any employer to make any deduction in 
wages for such absence or to penalize the 
employé in any way. 


Will Appoint Poll Guardians. 

Special representatives to be detailed in 
each polling place in the First, Eighteenth, 
and Twenty-first wards to guard against 
fraudulent voting will be appoirited to- 
day. Each one of these representatives of 
the court will have complete registration 
lists and other data with which they can 
check on every voter. 

These officers will be selected from volun- 
teers from the bar association and the vari- 
ous civic organizations interested in the sup- 
pression of illegal voting. A conference whl 
be held today to decide whether a special 
grand jury should be called tomorrow to 
handle cases of fraudulent voting which are 
expected to develop. 


Lodging House Decision Today. 

Judge Owens will decide this morning what 
action should be taken against lodging house 
keepers who have violated the law in mak- 
ing affidavits which they filed with the board 
of election commissioners. 

Twenty-five more lodging house keepers 
from the First, Eighteenth, and Twenty-first 
wards will be questioned regarding their am- 
davits. Many of them ignored the first no- 
tices sent to them last week and they have 
been summoned into court again today by 
James J. Gubbins, chief investigator of elec- 
tion frauds. and his assistants. 

Employés of the election commissioners 
spent yesterday checking up the affidavits 
of lodging house keepers with the registration 
lists made last spring. They found that a 
large percentage of the names appearing on 
the affidavits are not on the registration 
lists.

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NURSES WON BY STRIKERS? 


Federation Says They Refused to 
Treat Nonunion Men. 


PATIENTS OBJECTED ALSO. 


Compromise Without Baths Is Reported 
in the Bulletin. 


Did the nurses at Mercy hospital refuse to 
prepare baths for strike breakers of the In- 
nois Central railroad? 

The American Federation of Labor says 
yes. 

The night superintendent of the hospital 
says no. 

The nurses refused last night to talk. 

Merey hospital is used by the Illinois Cen- 
tral for employés who are injured in the 
Twenty-seventh street roundhouse. There 
has been an average of five railroad patient 
im the hospital since the strike started 


Story Told in Bulletin. 

In a news bulletin the federation says: 
The nurses of Mercy hospital have made it 
Plain to the management that they will not 
assist in preparing baths for strikebreakers 
of the Illinois Central, and will not treat them 
as they would other patients. 

The trouble between the nurses, who sym- 
pathize with the strikers, and the hospital 
management was brought to an issue when a 
strikebreaker was taken to the hospital re- 
cently. At first the nurses demurred at doing 
anything for him and when requested to pre- 
pare his bath, they refused flatly. 


Superintendent Denies Trouble. 

“The management capitulated and the 
strikebreaker was admitted bathless to 
ward A. Other patients in this ward objected 
to his being placed among them in such 
strong terms that the strikebreaker was 
transferred.“ 

The night superintendent sald last night 
that she had not heard of any trouble. 

“I am eure it is not true,“ she asserted. 
“ A patient from the Illinois Central gets the 
same treatment as any other. I do not know 
what happens here during the day, but I 
ata positive the federation has been misin- 
formed.” 

Strikers to Have Tag Day. 

Three thousand women—wives, daughters, 
and sweethearts of the striking Illinois Cen- 
tral shopmen—have been selected to distribute 
100,0°0 tags tomorrow for the strikers. 

The proceeds will be paid into the strikes 
fund and given out in weekly installments to 
the {amilies of the strikers. The strike com- 
mittee expects to collect $10,000 from the tags.

TO HELP WITTER 


Mrs. Henrotin, Mrs. A. W. 
Holmes, and Others to Take 
Stand in His Defense. 


SAY MEN’S AID IS NEEDED. 


Advisory Board, However, Does 
Not Mean Feminine Failure, 
Is Contention. 


Women prominent in social and phflan- 
thropic circles will testify this week in de- 
fense of the juvenile court system fn general, 
and Chief Probation Officer Witter in par 
ticular, in rebuttal of stories told at the Wit- 
ter trial. 

This was planned Saturday by the woman- 
Board of governors of the Illinois Indus- 
trial school. 

Among women who will testify are officer's 
@f the school, including Mrs. Charles Hen- 
rotin, president; Mrs. Albert W. Holmes, 
first vice president; Mrs. L. B. Buffington, 
gecond vice president; Mrs. Francis T. Sim- 
mons, recording secretary; and Mrs. Louls 
M. Greeley, corresponding secretary. 

Says Witter Ise Worthy. 

“Though not primarily to ‘save’ Witter, 
the women’s action will tend to that end.“ 
gaid Mrs. Henrotin. ‘So far as we know,. 
Mr. Witter has been a worthy chief probation 
officer, and nothing that is true has come out 
at the hearings to change our opinions. Much 
testimony has been untrue, and some of ps 
will be able to discount ft.”’ 

Mrs, Henrotin would not disclose the testi- 
mony the women plan to offer. Shesaid they 
did not wish to “ show their hand yet. 


Admits Need of Men’s Aid. . 

For the last flve years the school has been 
managed exclusively by women, Since the 
fmstitution hes become embroiled in the 
Witter investigation the women have decided 
to create an advisory board of twelve men. 

“Need for men advisers has become ap- 
parent,” said Mrs. Henrotin, but this is 
not to be taken as meaning that the women, 
working alone, have failed. Instead, they 
have made good in every respect, but we be- 
Heve more can be accomplished with the aid 
of men.“ : 

Among members of the advisory board will 
be Harry A. Wheeler, Julius Rosenwald, W. 
T. Robinson, LaVerne W. Noyes, Marquis 
Eaton, Edward Butler, W. R. Linn, Day Mo- 
Burney, and LeRoy Goddard. 

The Illinois Industrial school was taken 
over and reorganized five years ago by wom- 
en, chiefly of the reform department of the 
Chicago Woman's club. This club advocated 


the Juvenile court. The Witter trial has put

Large as Elsewhere, However. 


FRANCE AHEAD IN WINES. 


Russia Uses More Distilled Liquors 
Than Any Other Country. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 5.—More beer is 
consumed in the United States than in any 
other country, and more distifled spirits 
than in any other country except Russia. 


The quantity per capita consumed in the 


United States is not, however, in the case 
of beer, as great as in Belgium, United King- 
dom, Germany or Denmark; while our per 
capita consumption of distilled spirits is 
less than that of Denmark, Hungary, Aus- 
tria, France, Netherlands or Sweden. Of 
wines, the quantity consumed in the United 
States is below that of Portugal, Spain, Ger- 
many, Italy or France; and the per capita 
consumption fs less than thet of France, 
Italy, Portugal, Spain, Switzerland, Austria 
or Hungary. 

The quantity of malt liquors consumed in 
the United States in 1910 was. 1,851,000,000 
gallons, against 1,704.000,000 n Germany 
and 1,897,000,000 in the United Kingdom, that 
of Austria being 403,000 000, Belgium 412,- 
000,000, France 376,000,000 and Russia 231,- 
000,000 gallons. ~ 

Of spirits the quantity consumed in the 
United States was 183,500,000 proof gallons, 
against 222,750,000 in Russia, the per capita 
delng fm each case 1.45 gallons, against a 
little less than one gallon in the United 
Kingdom. 

The quantity of beer per capita consumed 
in the United States was, in 1910, 20.00 gal- 
lons, against 81.44 gallons in the United 
Kingdom and 26.47 gallons gn Germany. In 
the consumption of wines France leads the 
world, 15,41,000,000 gallons, or 380.36 gal- 
lons per capita, in 1909. Italy in that year 
consumed $1.17 gallons per capita; Portugal, 
27.39 gallons; Switzerland, 14.55 gallons, and 
the United States, in 1910, only 0.66 gallon 
per capita.

WRONG TO INCREASE AGONY. 


Forecasts Era When Demise Will Come 
More Naturally. 


LONDON, Nov. 5.—Maeterlinck in bis new 
book, Death.“ declares that all our know!l- 
edge only helps us to die in greater pain 
than the animals that know nothing.“ 

A science progresses,’ he says, it pro- 
longs the agony, which is the most dreadful 
moment and the sharpest peak of human 
pain and horror, for the witnesses at least. 
All the doctors consider it their first duty 
to protract as long as possible even the most 
excruciating convulsions. Who has not, at 
a bedside, twenty times wished to throw 
himself at their feet and implore them to 
show mercy?” 

This prejudice, he affirms, will one day be 
regarded as barbarian, “a relic of the times 


| when humanity was convinced that any 


known torture was preferable to those await- 
ing us in the unknown.” 

A day will come, he predicts, when science 
will no longer hesitate to shorten our mis-

Astute Cashier Saves $4,000. 

Emboidened by her success and with the

Rebels Get More Cities. 

SHANGHAI, Nov. 5.—Four more cities to- 
day went into the possession of the rebels. 
They are tangshow,.capital of the province 
of Che-Kiang; Soochow, in Kiang-Su; Ka- 
shing, and Ningpo. Reports are aumerous 
ot the defection or the capture of various 
other cities, including Wu-Hu and Foochow. 

In most ot these cities the rebels gained 
the upper hand without fighting, but at 
Hangshow a flerce battle was needed to 
overcome the defense. The governor was 
captured by the rebels. 

The entire neighborhood of Shanghai, in- 
cluding Wu-Sung, is now in rebel hands. 
The serving out of arms continued today, 
but applicants were so numerous the leaders 
were forced to make careful discrimination, 
They are endeavoring to recover 5,000 rifles 
which were seized by the crowds when the 
arsenal was conquered. 

Three loyalist gunboats and one transport, 
part of Admiral Sah's fleet, put into Shanghal 
today for provisions and munitions, ignorant 
of the fact that the arsenal had changed 
hands. They are now in the river, loyal for 
the time being, but the officers of the war- 
ships are nervous. 


Fire in Hankow Continues. 
HANKOW, Nov. 4, via Wu-Hu, Nov. 5.— 
Fire during the last few days has devastated 
an area two miles long and half a mile wide.

EYES OF NATIONS 
KEPT ON PEKING 


Walled Capital of China Will 
No Longer Be Allowed to 
Hide Its Head. 


OLD AND INTERESTING. 


Many Marvelous Temples Out- 
side the Town Diflicult 
to Reach. 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL. D. 

PEKING, Chi-Li Province, China Sept. 11. 
The wise official lives in the provinces, 
the priest in Peking,” runs an old saw. This 
sums up the situation. Money is made in the 
country and spent in the capital. 

There are certain reasons why in Peking 
one feels quite outside the world, yet does 
not resent it, for Peking is world enough. 
Of all foreign capitals only three or four are 
as likely to keep their names in jhe papers 
in the decade now on us and during the 
decades to come. Heretofore. Peking. has 
aimed to hide ite head under a heavy tiled 
roof; but now nothing can prevent its light 
from shining further and further abroad. 
Or, to put it another way, Peking will no 
longer be allowed to hide its head; the lime- 
light of three continents will be turned on it. 

I rate Peking, after Cairo, the most inter- 
esting city in the world; in importance it Is 
for above Cairo. Perhaps it is fated to be the 
most important of all cities. This may sound 
like big talk, dut I find no finality in things or 
conditions, and the earth is still young and 
mankind is yetinthéfighting stage. 


Old ‘and Populous City. 

I don’t know how old Peking is, nor how 
‘many people live here. But it is quite ol 
enough to satisfy the antiquarian. who wil! 
one day prefer it to Athens. and is ce:tai:ily 
large enough, though it can easily double its 
present population without doubling the 
“height of its houses or bursting its walls. 


tnough not the chiei glory of the modern city 
of Peking, which was laid. dut by a Mongo] 
emperor in the thirteenth century Peking 1s 
much older than this, probably thousands of 
years.

or because there are no roads. They are so 
far out it seems cruel to takea rickshaw, and 
a curriage is often an absolute impossibility. 
We may as well dispose of these temples 
at once; thus we shall all the time be getting 
acouainted with the wall and acquiring a true 
perspective of this city of magnificent dis- 
tances and disreputable thoroughfares. 


Seven Great Temples. 

On the south there are cornfields, and the 
moat; on the, west, the Temple of the Moon, 
che Five Pagoda temple, and the Bell tem- 
ple; on the north, the Yellow temple and 
the Temple of the Earth; on the east, the 
Temple of the Eastern Mountain and the 
Temple of the Sun. Now any one of these 
temples would make an ordinary city re- 
nowned; each one of them has its own special 
interest. But few see them. a 

The gloridis Yellow ‘or Tibetan temple, 
where the Dalal’ Lama iſved fer a while, is 
tumbling into ruin. Yet its two-storied mon- 
astery is architecturally as perfect as any 
structure in or out of China. The Temple of 
the Sun is as glorious and as spacious as it 
should be, but the approach to it is so vile 
that only sheer nerve carries you through, 
or rather over.
